PRESIDENT ELLIOTT TO RETIRE 

Dr. Phil L. Elliott, president of Gardner-Webb since 1943, at the 
annual president's dinner Nov. 29, 1960, gave notice that he will termi- 
nate his presidency this year, provided a successor is secured. 

“I have a conviction that for the best interests of the College, per- 
haps it will be better that my presidency be terminated Aug. 1, 1961, 
rather than Aug. 1, 1962, when my retirement becomes mandatory," 
Dr. Elliott said in his letter to the board of trustees. 

The President named three considerations that prompted his ac- 
tion: 


1. the time that may be necessary in reorganizing the administra- 
tion; 2. the time that will be necessary in securing a successor; and 
3. the requirements of the program of advance contemplated by the 
Baptist State Convention. 

The board of trustees approved the Elliott request that steps be 
taken to effect the transfer of the administration by the date named 
“or as soon thereafter as in your wisdom seems best." 


Mrs. Rush Stroup, chairwoman 
of the board of trustees, named a 
committee to survey the field . to 
find a successor to the retiring 
president. Another trustee com- 
mittee was named to write resolu- 
tions and make arrangements as 
may be necessary during the 
transition period. 

Dr. Elliott indicated in his mes- 
sage to the faculty and trustees 
that the College, in his opinion, is 
at its highest peak of develop- 
ment and efficiency during his 
administration. He pointed to the 
largest and highest quality stu- 
dent body during his years in of- 
fice. 

“Prospects for next year are 
even brighter," he added. 

The 69-year-old educator recog- 
nized department heads, deans, 
other administrators and their 
staffs and the instructional staff 
for their contributions to a 


smooth-working college. 

Dr. Elliott credited his wife 
with an unfailing dedication dur- 
ing his term as president. 

Concluding his message to the 
group, Dr. Elliott said, “In pride 
and gratitude I give you this 
smooth - working organization 
dominated not by authority, com- 
mand, or by administrative tech- 
niques, but by love and thrill of 
building a great institution to- 
gether, utilizing these other 
things as means to that greater 
end." 

“I am, therefore, not running 
from a serious situation . . . I 
am suggesting that this is best in 
releasing your hands so that you 
may act responsibly and without 
embarrassment. I am making an 
effort to do for our College the 
most unselfish thing I have ever 
done."

To find the right man for a big job: that's the task of the com- 
mittee named to survey the field and recommend to the board of trus- 
tees a man for the presidency. 

Dr. Eugene Poston, faculty member on the committee and its sec- 
retary, has indicated that a great deal of contacting and studying have 
already come out of the committee's work. One of the first tasks of 
the committee, for example, was to determine the type of man needed 
for the job. Another was to determine the ways and means of securing 
a successor. 

“Much study of the school and the future of the school necessarily 
resulted from our investigations," Poston said. 

The Bible professor was quick to point out that the committee, 
which has met four times, merely recommends. The board of trustees 
must elect the new president. 

One thing is definitely agreed upon by the committee members: 
Dr. Elliott’s successor must be a dedicated Christian man who is deep- 
ly concerned with the spiritual and academic future of the College.

Construction of a science building began around the first of the 
year. The new structure is reaching its brick walls to the sky on the 
west side of the campus, between Dover Memorial Library and Decker 
Hall. 

The contract was let in late December to P. S. West Construc- 
tion Company of Statesville. The executive committee of the Board 
of Trustees, Wilburn T. Hendrix, chairman, accepted the lowest of 14 
base bids. 

West’s bid of $182,700 was more than $30,000 less than C. P. Neal

of the new structure. The dead- 
line will make it possible for the 
College to have the building prop- 
erly equipped and ready for use by 
the opening of the new school 
term. 

The two-story addition will con- 
tain seven classrooms and all lab- 
oratories for two years of study 
in chemistry, biology, and phy- 
sics. One of the classrooms will 
seat 154 students. The building 
will measure 153.6 by 66 feet, pro- 
viding for more than 20,000 
square feet of space. 

Henry I. Gaines, of Six Asso- 
ciates, Inc., architects and engi- 
neers of Asheville, was special 
architect for the building.

One of the miraculous chapters of educational 
development of our time will end with the retire- 
ment of Dr. Elliott in August, “provided a succes- 
sor is found by that time.” Gardner-Webb was a 
struggling litle school, hit hard by the depression, 
when Dr. Elliott was called to assume the leader- 
ship in 1943. The tremendous growth that the 
College has experienced and the prestige that it 
has attained has been largely the result of the fore- 
thought, devotion, and dedication of one of the real 
educators of our state. 

Gardner-Webb, tagged as “the Cinderella college 
of North Carolina,' ” hardly resembles today the 
school whose reins Dr. Elliott took firmly in hand 
18 years ago. Only one building still stands from that era. Eight 
major structures, with faculty housing and various other plant im- 
provements tossed in, have been added (one within the last year) 
since Dr. Elliott took over the presidency. A ninth building was 
begun the first of the year and is expected to be completed by Sep- 
tember. 

Some idea of the material progress made in these years can be 
derived from figures on the value of the College plant then and now. 
When Dr. Elliott became president in 1943, the estimated value of the 
College was a quarter-million dollars — with 35 acres of land and five 
old buildings. Today the value is more than two million five hundred 
thousand — with 1,100 acres of land and 26 buildings. The Cinderella 
college? Yes.

But material growth is only one 
facet of the record of a man 
whose unselfish efforts, abiding 
love, and searching dedication 
have touched the lives of hundreds 
who have come seeking knowledge 
and the proper way to use and 
appreciate that knowledge. Stu- 
dents and alumni surely must 
count Dr. Elliott a major influ- 
ence in their lives. 

Our president’s announced re- 
tirement brought editorial com- 
mentary from many papers of the 
state. Words only of praise for a 
task well done and good wishes 
for the future followed on the 
heels of the published news. 


Eighteen years of dedicated 
service to education will officially 
end with Dr. Elliott’s retirement. 
The monument to this unselfish 
act is the institution that has 
been wrought at Boiling Springs.
